Summary 

During  the  past  year  the  debt  of  the  town  has  been  decreased 
$516.05.  In  addition  the  Selectmen  have  repaid  $130.00  to  the 
U.  S.  Surplus  Fund,  being  the  amount  loaned  by  Mr.  M.  J. 
Horton,  while  he  was  the  Trustee  of  said  fund,  on  note  of  James 
Bullock  and  Clark  Nelson,  which  note  was  uncollectable.  The 
poor  expenses  have  been  several  hundred  dollars  larger  than 
usual 
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If  the  rate  of  taxation  remains  as  it  has  been  for  the  past  year 
the  auditors  believe  that  a  substantial  reduction  can  be  made  in 
the  debt.

The  only  important  departure  from  old  time  methods  that  has 


taken  place  in  school  affairs  during  the  school  year  just  drawing 
to  a  close  was  made  last  June  relative  to  the  examinations  held  in 
the  Graded  school.  The  plan  was  adopted  of  having  the  Prin- 
cipal prepare  the  examination  papers  for  all  grades  from  4th  to 
8th  inclusive.  This  method  of  conducting  the  work  is  in  vogue  in 
New  York  State  and  several  other  states  and  the  value  of  it  is  too 
evident  to  require  any  arguments  in  favor  of  it.  The  examina- 
tion papers  are  prepared  with  considerable  care  and  thought :  the 
questions  are  made  as  practical  as  possible  and  they  cover  the 
work  as  outlined  in  the  course  of  study  for  the  different  grades. 
The  results  obtained  last  June  were  quite  satisfactory  and  will, 
undoubtedly,  be  much  more  so  in  the  future. 

The  new  course  of  study  which  was  adopted  last  fall  has  and 
will  be  conducive  of  good  results.  It  has  raised  the  standard  of 
the  work  required  of  the  pupils  and  placed  it  on  a  plain  with  the 
best  schools  in  the  state.   It  has  unified  the  eight  years  work,  so  that 
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in  the  future  a  boy  or  girl  who  completes  this  eight  years  of  work 
ought  to  be  well  grounded  in  the  "Common  School"  branches. 
The  course  of  study  was  prepared,  not  in  accordance  with  any 
system  of  text  books,  but  was  so  planned  as  to  meet  the  demands 
and  mental  capabilities  of  the  children  in  the  different  grades. 
That  which  was  considered  rather  difficult  for  7th  grade  pupils 
was  placed  in  the  fcth  grade,  etc.  As  it  was  agreed  between  the 
Chairman  of  the  School  Board  and  myself  at  the  "close  of  school 
last  June,"  we  intend  to  put  this  course  of  study  and  also  the 
uniform  system  of  examinations  into  our  district  schools  as  soon 
as  possible. 

During  the  last  year  two  teachers  were  added  to  our  teaching 
forces.  The  school  work  in  East  Poultney,  which  heretofore 
was  done  by  one  teacher  has  been  divided  into  two  departments, 
and  one  of  the  two  additional  teachers  has  been  placed  in  charge 
of  the  lower  department.  The  crowded  condition  of  the  "first 
primary"  has  been  relieved  by  dividing  the  grade  into  two  sec- 
tions and  thus  giving  Miss  Carlton  an  assistant. 

During  the  past  year  the  use  of  the  old  Harper's  Readers  has 
been  discontinued  in  the  rural  schools  and  the  Jones'  Readers  have 
been  used.  These  readers  have  been  prepared  in  accordance 
with  modern  methods  of  instruction  and  ate  giving  quite  good 
satisfaction.  The  pictures  and  illustrations  are  germane  and  the 
reading  matter  is  practical  and  wholesome.  The  Milne's  "Ele- 
ments" and  "Standard"  arithmetics  have  been  supplanted  by  the 
three  book  progressive  series  by  the  same  author.  This  series 
contains  a  greater  variety  of  examples  than  the  old  editions  did 
and  the  examples  and  problems  are  more  suitable  for  the  different 
grades.    These  books  are  giving  very  good  satisfaction. 

The  heating  apparatus  which  was  installed  last  year  has  worked 
very  nicely  this  winter.  When  thoroughly  understood  it  is  very- 
easy  to  run  it  and  keep  the  rooms  comfortably  warm. 

The  "lower  halls"  have  not  been  at  all  annoying  this  winter. 
The  Janitor  has  kept  them  in  a  sanitary  condition  and  has  thus 
gotten  rid  of  a  great  source  of  complaint.  It  is  quite  probable 
that  a  complete  set  of  closets  will  be  placed  in  the  building  in  the 
spring  and  will  be  connected  with  the  town  sewerage. 
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REPORT  OF  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES. 

Another  year  of  its  useful  service  closes  with  a  hopeful  out- 
look into  the  future.  New  books  have  been  added — some  of  them 
especially  are  calculated  to  help  the  earnest  reader.  Travel  and 
autobiography  seem  to  be  gaining  favor,  particularly  among  the 
boys  and  girls.  It  would  be  greatly  to  the  advantage,  as  well  as 
credit,  of  many  older  readers  if  they  would  take  up  a  more  sub- 
stantial line  of  reading  ;  but  as  the  present  seems  to  be  a  period  of 
amusement  rather  than  improvement  of  the  mind,  the  fact  still  per- 
sists that  not  less  than  three-fourths  of  the  books  drawn  are  of  the 
fiction  class. 

We  are  now  far  enough  away  from  the  first  day  of  the  year  to 
warrant  the  hope  that  a  good  resolution  would  have  some  chance 
of  being  kept !  Suppose  we  all  set  out  to  use  the  library  more 
during  the  passing  year.  Reading  the  papers  and  magazines 
should  have  a  fair  share  of  our  attention,  but  not  all :  substantial 
literature  is  really  what  keeps  the  head  truly  level.  Even  daily 
half-hour  readings  would  bring  in  good  returns  ;  and  the  habit 
once  formed  would  grow  strong  and  the  mind,  furnished  with 
wholesome  food,  would  gather  strength  for  the  time  of  need. 

One  hundred  ninety-six  new  books  have  been  added  during 
the  year,  and  the  usual  magazines  and  literature  have  been  on  the 
reading-room  table.
